Claim 10, line 1, delete [claim 4] and insert -claim 8- in place thereof. 
The examiner's amendment was done in order to correct claim dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, Fang et al (US 6,788,257 B2) discloses an internal antenna 

comprising a conductive ground plane; a first conductive surface placed in an antenna plane 
substantially parallel to the ground plane and partially surrounding a portion of the antenna 
plane, and presenting first and second ends; a second conductive surface forming a main 
radiating assembly disposed essentially in the portion of the antenna plane, the two conductive 
surfaces not being connected together by any conductive electrical connection; an antenna 
conductor connected to the second conductive surface. Fang, however, fails to further teach first 
electrical connection means for connecting a first end of the first conductive surface to a first 
zone of the ground plane; a second electrical connection means for connecting the first surface at 
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least in the vicinity of the second end of the first conductive surface to a second zone of the 
ground plane that is distinct from the first zone; and wherein the assembly constituted by the first 
conductive surface, the portion of the first and second zones, and the two connection means 
presenting an opening. 

Claims 2-13 are allowed for depending on claim 1 .

Patent 6,384,786 Bl discloses an antenna comprising a first conductive surface 
placed in an antenna plane substantially parallel to the ground plane and partially surrounding a 
portion of the antenna plane, and presenting first and second ends; a second conductive surface 
forming a main radiating assembly disposed essentially in the portion of the antenna plane, the 
two conductive surfaces not being connected together by any conductive electrical connection; 
an antenna conductor connected to the second conductive surface.
